Tevjewed and approved by the 
CAA board in its last meeting. 
The study uses the _ ethnic 
data of the 1980 census to 
determine the level of Asian 
American participation in 
management positions. 
According to the census， 
ASians made up 22 percent of 
the city"s total population. 
Throughout the report，the 22 
percent 1S used to measure 
parity. The report，however， 
takes note of the rapid 
increase of Asian population 
and estimates the current 
Asian population to be 
between 2 and 27 percent of 
the city"s total.， Accordingly， 
Henry Der，executive director 
of CAA，characterizes _ the 
measuring yardstick to be 
"conservative and cautious." 

The CAA report analyzes the 
top echelon by tiFee 
categories: professionals， 
officials 人 administrators，and 
cxempt appolintments. Only 
those high-level administrative 
positions，Such as directors， 
administrators， general 
managers， chiefs，etc.，are 
included in exempt category， 
mc2aning positions exempt 
from the city"s civil service 
Procedures.

According to Jack Lee，chair 
of the bank board，the total 
amount withdrawn from the 
tw0 branches amounted to

million on Feb. 22 and $1.5 
milljion on Feb. 23. 

With the strong public 
backing of both the Federal 
Home Loan Bank and other 


Chinese American-owned 
banks in the LA area，the 
First Bank finalljy was able to 
ICveISe _ the panic run and 
returned to normal operations

Lorna Thompson， 
Spokesperson of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank in SF said 
that the First Public Savings 
Bank is a _ financially Strong 
bank and all the depositors 
arc protected up to $100,000 
by the FSLIC，a federal 
insurance agency. She also 
noted that the bank does not 
have the so-called risky loans 
or investment projects. 

During the height of the 
panic, the bank had to call in 


police to maintain order， 
disperse unruly mobs and 
cxtcend banking hours to 


accommodate its customersS. 

Lee Said that the FBI is now 
investigating the source of the 
rumor and that the bank js 
8oing to offer a reward for 
information leading to the 
arrest of the culprit.

NOT MUCH PROGRESS IN 
15 YEARS, MADAME MAYOR 


On Sept. 23，1970，East/West reported for the first time the 
participation of ASians in the civil service System in San 
Francisco， The report was based on a study by the SF Human 
Rights Commission which reported a 10% Asian population in 
the city. According to the report，the _ ethnic breakdown of the 
managerial staff was: 90.4% whites, 4.3% blacks, 1.7% Hlispanilcs 
and 8.1% ASsians.，The report 人 indicated that among the 
appolntive Or exempt positions of the managerlal category，80 
were whites，2 blacks，3 Hispanics and 2 Asians. Among the 
appointive positions in the professional category，334 were 
whltes，17 blacks, 6 Hispanics and 21 Asians， We concluded then 
that "these ERES Support chargcs of discrimination levelecd by 
Chinese for Affirmative Action." 

Fifteen years have gone by since the above Teport was made by 
East/West. IThis week we recieved an Update on ASian 
participation on the management and professional staff of the 
Same Civil Seryice System by the same Chinese for Affirmative 
Action (CAA). The most disturbing aspect of the latest report ls 
the fact that Asians, now make up of 27% of SF population，are 
Still conspicuously absent on the managerial Staff，especially 
among those exempt or appointive positions.。 Worse yet， among 
those city departments with overrepresentation of Asian 
professionals - notably in the fields of engineering and 
accounting (PUC,， Muni Railways and Public Works) - Asians are 
either conspicuously absent or gLoSSl1yY undcrrepresented in the 
management of these departments.， Not surprisingly the CAA 
Study Teached the same conclusion as it did 15 yearSs 3ag0: 
“ITIhere 1s a pattern and practice of exclusion and neglect of 
ASsian Amecricans in key leadership positions in San Erancisco 
clty government today." 

We therefore take issue with Mayor Feinstein who、 in Teponse 
to the CAA Study，claimed that the "greatest progress in 
affirmative action has taken place" in the past eight years， 下 or 
an administration that Subscribes to affirmative action policy， 
the record ls quite dismal，JIn fact，the record Strongly SUggestSs 
the persistence of institutional racism and an unwillingesSs，on 
the part of those with appointment power，to fully integrate 
AsSian Americans in the upper management positions. 

The long struggle over the recent appointment of the Deputy 
Director of Mental Health，about which East/West covered 
extensively Over a long period of time，illustrates clearly how 
management positions are regularly fillcd in contravention to 
written affirmative action policiecs，including deliberate 
circumyvyention of civil service rules and regulations. 

Mayor Feinstein takes pride in her hands-on management Style 
in running city departments and has consistently dcmonstrated 
her ability to put whoever she wants in high-level positions in 
each department，We urge the mayor to take the study and its 
Tecommendations seriously and to take immediate steps to 
rectify the deplorable conditions.

Chin was 3a workaholic 
with a tremendous reserve of 
mental and physical energy. 
He was known to walk out 
of his booth after 8 hours of 
graveyard monitoring， go 
Stralight to his car，and head 
for Reno to engage 3 1ong， 
drawn-out blackjack session 
and then return to his post 
in Santa Rosa 48 hours 1later， 
ready to put in another 8 
hours of work. And he did 
this without ever appearing 
trlecd. 

He was 3a devoted father 
to hlis three children，but is 
reputed to be a demanding 
husband to "his wife He 
never Shirked his family duty 
and always maintained his 
financial Support to his 
former wife and children. On

Chin would have had to 
have been an invisible man 
with a magic carpet and the 
incredible Skill of Houdini in 
order to be able to penetrate 
the CLASSIRnEr Sanctum in 
Washington during an 18-year 
perlod when he was in fact 
an alien FEBIS monitor work- 
ing in Okinawa and :Santa 
Rosa. 

By weaving through and 
tracing the chronology of the 
events taking place during 
his long tenure with the 
FEFBISaathis writer is ableuto 
pinpoint the time and oppor- 
tunity at which Chin most 
likely began committing his 
acts If in fact the allegations 
areDrOoYyedeetombetEaca ahe 
time was in early 1970 when 
the Santa Rosa monitoring 
facility was closed，and he 
was transferred to _ the FBIS 
headquarters in Washington 
on classified status with full 
CIA clearance. 

Chin was first hired as 
anairtoterprcterlbyw theUJS 
Army to interrogate the _ Chi- 
nese POWSs ln Korea in 1952， 
the date which the FEBI-CIA 
alleged that Chin first Started 
Spying for the People's 
Republic of China. 

As this writer looks 
back，he had observed the 
inherent danger of American 
mass hiring Overseas OF for- 
elgn nationals of unknown 
origin and 1loyalty，particu- 
larly alien foreign 1linguists. 
The UsS is the only nation in 
the world which totally 
depends on 1local and foreign 
national employees for the 
day-to-day functions of its 
diplomatic missions and 
defense installations overseas. 


America'"s weakness jis 
our Seeming lack of qualified 
jinguists to Support our 
intelligence collection even 
though we are 3a great nation 
of immigrants. Intelligence 
linguists in the US make Up 
the most underrated and 
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underprivileged “profession. 
Unless we _ upgrade the 1lin- 
Suilstic profession to attract 
top-notch talent， we will 
always face 3a Shortage of 
qualified linguists. 

Chin learned his English 
at Yenching University，a 
well-known American mission- 
aryY institution in Beijing. 
After the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor，the Japanese 
armed forces occupied all of 
the international settlements 
in China. Yenching Univer- 
Sity evacuated to Chengdu. 
Chin's_ education was inter- 
rupted， and according to 
report，he took a _ temporary 
Job as an interpreter for a 
US military liaison team in 
Fuzhou in 1943.， After the 
war，he worked as a clerk- 
interpreter at the US Consu- 
late in Shanghai until 1949. 
He then followed the consu- 
late Staff to Hong Kong 
where he continued his 
employment wirh the Consul 
General.， Soon， after the 
outbreak of the Korean War， 


he found himself in a higher 
paying job working for the 
Us Army. He was hopping 
from one job to another until 
finally he obtained more 
Steady employment with the 
FBIS which was expanding 
its listening post on Okinawa 
Inethe faileOoE 932EE 尺 克 二 
doubtful，however， if Chin 
had any knowledge of the 
CIA connection when he first 
began working for the FEBIS. 
Foreign national and 1local 
employees initially hired by 
the FBIS _ thought they were 
working for the USIA since 
there was a Voice of Amer- 
ica transmitting Station 
located nearby、 And only 
many years later，after they 
had had enough service 
credit and money to travel to 
the US on leave，did they 
find out that their employer 
back on Okinawa was admin- 
istratively connected with the 
CIA. 


While working as a_ moni- 
tor on Okinawa，Chin was 
reputed to have been roman- 
tically involved with Cathy 
Chou，an announcer of Radio 
Taipeli，Chin divorced his 
wife who took their three 
children back to Hong Kong 
while Chin travelled ta SF in 
the fall of 1962. Cathy also 
left her husband，joined Chin 
on the West Coast and later 
married him. 

At this point，how Chin 
was able to finagle a transfer 
toitheLEBISSESantaROSS 
bureau was Something of a 
mystery Since he was the 
only Such alien employee 
from Okinawa ever hired to 
work in a domestic facility.
